Guide," that the introduction of the natural sciences in our 
common schools would advance them ,considerably, I rank 
among them physiology, geography, natural philosupby, zoolo- 
gy, botany, chemistry and geology. Tor this time I make free 
to report tho opinion of the celebrated naturalist, Thomas H. 
Hursley, given in his "Lay Sermons,” which also nre known 
in Amarica, Hethinks that fifteen hundred yoars ago, the 
child of a wealthy Roman citizen learned the samo things 
ae the children of our age—to read and write lis native lan- 
guage (perhaps the Greek, too), the ‘elemonts of mathematics 
history, geography (as it was used at that time), and religion.

True, Professor Huxley speaksof tho common schools of 
his country, of England; but are not tho. same defects found 
in ours as in the English ones? L agree that ours excol them 
in one regard, viz., Religion is no branch of the common 
schools of Americn so far, and therefore the suporstition and 
mutual hatred of the different sects is not inocnluted in the 
brain of youth in our schools; buf are the natural sciences 
also n part of their programme? It may be that somo of 
their branches are taught hero and there, e. g, physiology 
of human body; but into which common school aro they all 
introduced? Only in Switzerland I found Huxley's ideal of 
common schools realizod. Already, fifty years ago, parts of 
science taught in every primary school were: zooldgy, botany, 
mineralogy, and natural philosophy, It is my honost per- 
suasion that 3t is absolutely nocessary for the lasting welfare 
of onr republic to make the elemenia of the natural sciences 
part of our olomentary education, and I should consider 
thoir introduction into our common gchools as a new epoch 
in tho history of our country. 

It way something very agreeable and encouraging 
to me to sée such eminent English writers as above, 
preaching the importance of a branch of education 
which I have been advocating and propagating by all 
means at my disposal for half a century, As tho author 
of the abovo article says the cause of the difference boe- 
tween the IV and XIX century is “the development of 
tho natural sciences during the last and present ventu- 
ry.” So istho cause of the diference between mode 
ern naturalists and supernataralists, ideas and princi- 
ples. "Modern civilization rests upon the natural 
sciences, all ideas of the present age are rooted in 
them.” And indeed tho development of the intellect- 
ual and moral world are subordinated to tho physical 
one. What istrue of a cell is true of a world. Allis 
growing and decaying by the. same law and process. 
“From the tree of the field is read man’s life.” Ho 
who understands a single blado of grass knows enongh 
to refute and reverse all prejudices, superstitions and 
sophisms, He who understands the organization and

Rev, H, W, George has been until the last twa weeks one of the 
most respected, honored and able of the ministers of the city 
Knowing ones here however, felt a distrust of him which finally 
culminated in charges of theft and other crimes being preferred 
against him, Toan investigating committee of tha church he ad- 
mitted tha charge of theft, books valued nt sixty dollars, The 
other charges wero suppreased, Te resigned his pastorate, the 
church giving hima warm testimonial of affection and $500 in 
cash asa present. 

About tho same time the George case was up for 
public discussion, a ponr negro was convicted of steal. 
ing a few, chickens and when they were about to sen- 
tence him to pay a fine or be sentto jail the “State 
Journal” wanted to know whether it would not be the 
right thing to treat him as the clergyman had been 
treated,

As we have not time to send to all 
we hope none will consider then- 
selves slighted if they got no state- 
ment, A remittunce for one year 
in advance will always be acceptable; 
so, please do not wait to be mvited 
to renew and pay up arrenrages. 


For theso reasons we look with distrust upon all 
state-socialisticschemes, Greenbackism, (government 
control of monoy), government control of land, mines, 
railways, ete. Government} is not a person—if it 
wero a wiso and good autocratic person it might be 
trusted with such enormous increase of powers, but 
when we remember that our government, at best, 
means the rule of the majority—the majority, in 
which the ignorant, the superstitious and the sordid 
always predominate—and at worst,the rule of tLe pro- 
fessional politician or that of the soulless corporation 
and equally soulless money king-~when these cold 
and hard facts are remembered, we ask, would it not 
bejsimply suicidal policy to increase the. powers of 
governnient over those things which should constitute 
the common heritage of all? 

These, in part, arc our reasons for saying that the 
cure for existing evils is uot to be found in more gov- 
ernment, but in less government; not in moro law, but 
in less law, «And in order that evolution may give us 
better matcrial—that it may give usa a race of mon and 
women, each of whom may safely betrusted to be a 
law unto hinself and herself--to thisend we maintain 
that the most necessary reform is that which will indi: 
vidualize the mothers of the raco by giving to them the 
ownership and control of their sex-hood,their matcrnal 
functions~—and to do this, all laws and customs must 
first be abolished that give to men what aronow 
known as “Marital Rights.”

Under the head of “The Main Issue” the position 
was taken in last Lucifer that the assertion and reali- 
zation of “woman’s individuality,” in marriage as well 
as outof it, that is to say, the emancipation of woman 
as to her sox-hood and motherhood—the position was 
assuined by us that these demands constitute the main 
issue now open for discussion and settlement by the 
thinkers and workers in to-day’s field of reform.

lize more than their just share of nature's bounties and 
opportunitics—the laws and customs that enable the 
unscrupulous and capablo few to live at their ease and 
grow enormously rich by taking advantago of the ig- 
norance, the imbecility, tho unselfishness, the improv- 
idence, and tho superstitious fears of their fellow- 
men and women. Prominent among these inyasive 
laws and customs are tho laws that mako merchandise 
of land, whereby one man can own and control tha 
birthright sf many thousands of other men and wo- 
men; tho money laws, that make it a crime for the pri- 
vate citizen to make his own circulating medium, and 
which by giving to government amonopoly thereof en- 
ablo afew men to swindle the producers out of mil- 
hons and billions of their hard earnings through the 
tricks of contraction and of bonded indebtedness; tho 
tariffand patent laws that make ita crime to trade 
where and with whom you please without paying fines 
or royalties for so doing; clection laws, or ballot-box- 
ism, whereby individual rights are slaughtered in the 
name of tho god “majority,” but which divinity when 
closely examined is found to be not majorityism at all, 
butsimply the domination of a few professional poli- 
ticians—the capable and cunning few—-over the igno- 
rant, weak and superstitious many.

The law vir- 
tually regards married women as clint- 
tels, consequently as a grade of cattle of, 
porbaps, alittle higher breed. England'a 
high priest of human nature, well em» 
bodies this moral phase of the common 
law, when he says; 


“Boys and women are for tho most 
part cattle.”

the caso in the largo majority of rocog- 
nized marriages ol to-day, bought her, 
the personal propertyship propensity 
would more prominently assort itself, 

Farther, it is not surprising that, in 
time, tho woman came to altirm a simi- 
lar claim to the exclusive possession and 
uso of the man. However, this state of 
affairs must have boen of considerably 
later origin, Under the earlier aud 
natural institution which present social 
regulators term a barbarism, “the mar- 
risge relation continued during tho 
pleasure of the parties, aud no longer,” 
It must have Hkowise beoz under the ine 
fluence of this personal propertyship 
frenk, on the part of the husband, that 
he claimed and held the title to the 
children born under such unions. It is 
bonce readily seon that tho wholo system 
of modern marriage is pot only an em- 
bodied lie, but a premeditated robbery 
of the natural right of woman to her 
own offepring. In tbis respect, woman's 
slavery is more dinbolical than the condl+ 
tlonol the colored slavo of the old south 
It aglave woman had children by a slave 
man belonging to a different master, tho 
Jaw in justice,—it indeed justico can bo 
mentioned in connection with that social 
nicer that was,—-gave tho right of 
propertyship in the child, to the owner 
of the mother. 

So long as man's stolen right, bols 
stered up by outrageous statutos in the 
name of a civilization which doos not 
civilize, ia winked nt, it will be regarded 
a flagrantsin unpardonable, for a woman 
to choose the fatherbood of her own 
children, By every natural principle of 
right, thero is just as much consistency 
in the law granting, and a father thereby 
claiming, the exclusive propertyship 
right in the mothor’s children, as thero 
would be in the owner of a stallion 
claiming the colt for tho services of the 
horse. In tholowor aumal creation, 
no one, for a moment, questions the 
natural right of the mothor to tho pos- 
session of hor offspring, Yet the “Evo- 
lution of the Family” as an embodiment 
of our boasted civilization, haa turned 
tho tables. We need to get back upon 
Nature by studying somo of her go- 
ciological principles whoro they have 
never been distorted or vorrupted by 
contact with a civilized lie, 3 

We havo no time now to enter upon 
a discussion of the many vital principles 
which the foregoing facta involve. Suf- 
fice it to say, they {strongly hint the po- 
sition that communal life, either local 
or universalor both, is the only normal 
condition forthe race, Again, if the 
advocates of personal liberty in domestia 
matters nre right, they should regard 
tho bettors of popular marriage in the 
samo light that these do the sommon 
prostitute,—as moral lepers engaged in 
legalized prositution and Jegislntive 
rape, We should hate aud shun thom 
as we would the smali-pox. 

By way of application: In this spe- 
cifio phase of woman's righte, sho will 
never have them accorded to her till she 
becomes sufficiently courageous to pro- 
empt herown claim in the social do- 
main, and hold undisputed possession of 
the same. So long as man detects on 
tho part of woman, the faintest Jack of 
intorest to look after hor rights, bo will 
be tardy in granting them. If woman 
fears the social obloquy and tbo osten. 
ciam vofod on her by custom, more than 
she loves her inalienable rights, then

Tere in addition to tho petition which, 
ina former communication we suggested 
to the women, what more may thoy do 
toaidin their own sex emancipation? 
We propose that, after they have thor- 
ougbly circulated said petition to the 
Kansas anthoritios, in every locality 
where Lucifer visits, let them arrange
